S-R.O. 730*—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 23 of the Sea 
Customs Act, 1878 (VIII of 1878), as in force in India and as applied to the State 
of Pondicherry, the Central Government hereby exempts component ports of 
motor cycles (other than frames, petrol tanks, siicncers and pistons), when import¬ 
ed into India or the State of Pondicherry, in C.K.D. packs for assembly and falling 
under item No. 75(2) of the First Schedule to the Indian Tariff Act, 1934 (XXXII 
of 1934), from so much of the duty of customs leviable thereon under the last 
mentioned Act as is in excess of the duty of— 

(1) 15 per cent, ad valorem , where the standard rate of duty is leviable; 

and 

(2) 7J per cent, ad valorem, where the preferential rate of dutv is leviable; 
and In either case also from the additional duty of customs leviable thereon under 
any law for the time being in force.
